DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on April 15, 2004 has been entered and acknowledged by 
the examiner. Claims 1, 8 and 17 have been amended and claim 4 has been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3 and 5-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-3 and 5-7, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 

combination of limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and specifically comprising the 
limitation of a feed-through having an elongate ceramic core with plural grooves 
extending along its exterior in a longitudinal direction and a plurality of wires, one wire to 
each groove, where the wires extending beyond the same end of the core are twisted 
together. 

Regarding claims 8-16, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of limitations as set forth in claim 8, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of a discharge lamp having an elongate ceramic core with plural grooves 
extending along its exterior in a longitudinal direction and a plurality of wires, one wire to 
each groove, where the wires extending beyond the same end of the core are twisted 
together. 

Regarding claims 17-22, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of limitations as set forth in claim 17, and specifically comprising the

limitation of a feed-through having a fluted ceramic core with plural channels and a 
plurality of wires, one wire to each channel, where the wires extending beyond a first 
end of the core are twisted together to form an electrode tip.
